Landmark bridges on exhibit 


“Landmark American Bridges of the 21st Century” is 
the title of a new exhibit sponsored by the BSA and 
the BAC and installed in the BAC gallery at 320 
Newbury St. in the Back Bay.

The BSA’s new Learning By Design program in 
Massachusetts was one of 14 programs nationally 
awarded grants by the AIA College of Fellows this 
year. In awarding the grant to the BSA and its 
partner, the Architectural Education Resource 
Center (AERC), the College of Fellows underscored 
the particular value of the BSA/AERC program that 
“educates the public about design when it counts 
most” — that is, when future designers and clients 
are still children.

Massachusetts architects 
have new advocates 


Over the last five years, architects in Massachusetts 
have been well-served on Beacon Hill by the 
legislative advice and advocacy of The Rasky/Baerlein 
Group through the thoughtful attention to architects’ 
needs by Ray Long and Joe Baerlein. Many 
legislative initiatives have been developed during this 
period — the Annual State Legislators Breakfast, the 
Annual Design Professionals Day at the State House, 
the Annual Design Professionals Dinner and, most 
significantly, the day-by-day tracking of thousands of 
bills in the State legislature that shape our practices. 
Without the guidance of Rasky/Baerlein, many of 
these efforts could have foundered. 


As the legislative agenda for the architectural 
community has grown and our visibility on Beacon 
Hill has increased substantially, ALA Massachusetts 
and the BSA have elected to retain new lobbyists/ 
legislative agents to guide us to the next level of 
political power. Our new advocates — Bachrach & 
Company and Paul Pezzella & Associates — have 
important and useful connections to the 
Massachusetts architectural community. George 
Bachrach, for example, was the first public member 
of the BSA Board of Directors. He is a former three- 
term State senator and was a partner for a decade at 
Brown Rudnick Freed & Gesmer as head of that law 
firm’s Government Services division. Twice a 
candidate for the US House of Representatives and 
for Governor of Massachusetts, Bachrach also teaches 
political journalism at BU. 


Pezzella provides Massachusetts architects with a very 
special expertise through his significant, long-term 
contacts on Beacon Hill. He served in the Dukakis 
administration as Deputy Legislative Director and as 
Deputy Chief of Staff. He also was drafted for the 
Clinton/Gore presidential campaign in 1996.

The “terrible 10” contract 
provisions you should avoid 


An ambiguous scope of services, an undefined 
standard of care, an express warranty of professional 
services, time and cost commitments, assurance of 
compliance with laws, review of submittals 
assurances, indemnification obligations, site-safety 
responsibility, assumption of contractor liability, and 
certifications are the subject of contract provisions 
described as “the terrible 10” by Victor O. 
Schinnerer & Co., the national liability insurance 
provider (the commended program of the AIA and 
the NSPE). 


Schinnerer described each of these 10 provisions in a 
recent advisory to design firms.

You are what you are 
perceived to be 


“Partnerships. Professional corporations. Limited 
liability companies. Joint ventures. Strategic 
alliances. Teams. Associations. Do you understand 
the forms of practice through which many design 
professionals pursue commissions? Do your clients?” 


That is the first paragraph of a very useful new 
edition of “inform,” the practice newsletter 
published by Victor O. Schinnerer & Co., the 
liability insurance provider. Our profession is largely 
a visual profession but the courts are not. This 
edition of the Schinnerer newsletter explains why 
this distinction is important and how it can affect 
your business profoundly.

National AIA and local Massachusetts chapter dues 
notices are in the mail for the first year of the next 
millennium.
